might have to face up to some sort cf public criticism . 

Following the announceraenc made many people wrote or rang or personaly asked 
your Editor as the President of UFOPIA what his Societies attitude was to such, 
so v/e thought is time to put it a_uite plraiu onco and for all.

UFOPIA has always been and bjats 
Constitution must ever remain an OPEN MINDED SGCIETY. and this can only be true 
if we allow and encourage every member or seeker the right to express his views 
on the subject,from a direct or indirect approachjin whatever way he feels con 
tributes to our finding the answers, to this great enigmatical problem. 

Hence If a man has religious views 'which he thinlcs are fitting into the UFO sub 
ject he has every right and is encouraged by us to express those views , even if 
others in the Society do not agree vlth him or consider tbem applicable, 
and this applies not only to religion but to many metaphysical expEriences or 
ideas , some of which might he quite sany. It si cur job to sort it out whatis 
acceptable or not hut NOT to deny him the right to air them or cast him aside 
simply because his views may not fir in vdth our own or maybe cause some public 
criticism . TRUTH SHOLTLD NEVER BE A'^RAID OP PUBLIC RIDICULE. 
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Let us takoa case in point. 

Many people.found that the story of Fatica had quite a large number of points in 
it which indicated some relationship to UFOs. etc. , 

This was so with people who were not all Catholics, many indeed were strcit Pro¬ 
testants. v/ho were OPEN MINDED enough to seek for TPiUTH and found it is this 
case. To them the fact that it happened to a Roman Catholic and was boosted up 
by that Church did not deter the from mailing an honett invetsitagtion.NOR SHOULD 
IT if they are HONEST investigators. 

Even t,at very creditable UFO magazine the fiaglish FLS. Reveiw gave oagob to 
this event and its relationship to UFO. Now no one could call that mags-sine or 
its leaders as far as Ufos are concerned a religious one. 

It therefor in this same open approach we give hearing to those who havp re¬ 
ligious views of saucers, but this does not make us a religious Society . 

It must be confessed here that this Society has foiuid many of its gems of clues 
in its search from this very filed of religion and the metaphysics, and we are 
not ashamed to admit it. Nor do we try to hide it. but at the same time we also 
try to be very objective as possible and very careful not to bo gullible in our 
seeking , keeping in mind that a va,st number of things regarding UFO cannot be 
measured by the earths scientific standard of r;.iies for we are d aling not \7ith 
things of earth but of other dimensions, much of Y/hich our present day scintsts 
qdmit they knov/ too little about and are oifLy at present on the kindergai-ten 
stage of finding out.

More proportionately than any other fields and profes¬ 
sions . /uiother sur prise 5 most who have a faith in God hold this faith sttongly 
as if their association with t ,e space programme had acted to reinforce thoir 
belief . I think it has mine, as a matte of fact. Men are looking for a nev/ 
verification of their faith, and I expect the space programme to rpoviic just 
this sort of thing sooner or later. In other words, I*m expecting a fresh ne w 
manifestation of God in some way. This could tak e the form of the confirmati on

NE!» YORK. g^g-tpQnomers have discovered star systems in which stars seem to behave 
like drunken drivers going in all directions on celestial super high'ways at fan¬ 
tastic speeds. 

Dr. Scharzchild and Dr. Robert Danielson of Princeton reported photographic stud¬ 
ies of a Seyfert Galaxy abd of the planet Urnaus made with a four-ton telescope 
carried in a giant plastic balloon to an altitude of nearly 16 miles last March. 

The Seyfert type of Galaxy - less than 12, have been spotted - is extremely small 
and intensely bright . 

By contrast the sun is just one star among 100,000 million or more that belong to 
the family or galaxy called the Milky Way . 

Up to 10.000 million of these stars seem to be racing aroiand at speeds of 1,ooo

While liiere have been xihict lessa? gpdB in the vsriois religtous briefs, 
ftm very ancient times man has recognised one God, suprane over all* 

/ilthoa^ paying lip servif^e to liiese minop Gods, civilised man has alTOys been 
essentially monoliieistic in the belief of the overall si^raracy of a chief God* 
These ancient r^igicT® also held finrily to the belief in other le^ls or 
planes of existence, and this has continied to the present day in seme Eastern 
religiCia&. 


In preflood days people believed that King^iip ms bestowed as a Divine 
gift. They also believed thiat celestial beings kept a watchfVil ^e on events 
down here and that occasiorBlly come came down to help nan on his trpward path 
of progress. 

There is documentary evidence of this actually happening fcom records in 
the Old 'T’estament, also Greek and Geman nythologies have numerals references 
to Gods consorting with mankind. 

To cone to our own times and the phenomena in Whidi v/e are interested, we 
have mnerous ccntactees viho claim to have met visitors fbon outer space and 
that these visitors have been given messges of encairagement and adnenidrosnt* 
Could this fhcet of the jiienanena be a continuance of those ancient traditions 
of visitors fron above? 

Maiy of us believe the time is not fbr distant vhen this world age will 
end and a new era will begin. Even the great evangelist Billy Grahan now 
predicts that the return of Christ is h^irlnent. 

Believe intet you riEy, it is obvious to any "diinklng peroon,' that our 
civilisation is in a state of flux, and that in the near fhture, we will see 
great changes in all. fields of human endeavor. Research into the workings of 
the huTBn brain and in tho fields of p^chology and mrap^nshdlogy is producing 
evidence that this change is gradually taking place ri^t new*. So, we can a^ 
in all seriousness - is hone sapiens on tine threstold of nntating to liono 
si^rior and so be enabled to take a place wi1h postulated multitude of other 
advance intelligences in the loniverse? 

Mary students of the U,P,0. phenanena believe that it is caused by 
supernatoral intelligence. They believe in all seriousness, that soneone up 
there is keeping a watchfVfl. eye on us,, and that these beings are helping us in 
maiy ways, 

i'lmDist invariably, these students have had vfiat can only be termed a 
pQrchic experience or visitation. Therecan be no doubt of the slneerity and 
an integrity of these people. Certai^dy, the p^chiatric stability of acme 
is suspect; but when apoarently stable, normal people of hi^ social and 
educational standing ani holding dow/n responsible jobs, claim to have had such 
an experience, their reports ^ould be investigated fVilly, without bias* More¬ 
over, it takes courage for these people to report their experiences, knowing 
fbll well that publication of such reports v/ill brand than as mts and crackpots* 

It is intsresing to note that the great majority of tJices people possess 
a hi^ degree of E.S,P. ability, e^acLally in telepath, precognition and 
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clairvqj^ancy. Whether the jhencmena reported is due to the subjects owi innate 
E.S.P, ability, or is induced by external stimuli, is anyone's guess. You can 
be very sore that each theory will have its adherents, equally convinced that 
they are ri^t. 

Consideration droiild alsD be given to inCranatural phenanena,, as well as 
Bupematural, a point most researchers in this field ignores, I rm only too 
r^dy to admit that this is dangerous grand, and diould be the field of exper~ 
ienced and well trained researchers into occult phenanena. For here we are 
likely to cxxne up a^inst implications of Blade Magic, witchcraft, demc’!ic-jL,c-qy 
and other fhcets of the so called Black Arts, 

We can only speculate how this E.S.P, ability works, but current opi len 
is that it could be sane form of electro-magnetic radiation. All bodily 
fUction, whether physical or mental, is initiated by minute electrical cha.rges. 

It would appear, that man is therefore an electro-magnetic organian, and wcijld 
Bean to be analogous to radio, being cjapable of receiving and trananitting 
electrcriBgnetic raves. 

There is evidence that man and some aninsls can detect electro-nHgnetic 
radiation by other than norriBl sensory means. For exaiiple sane people have 
the power to detect radar raves and it is thou^t that this is done by direct 
contact with the brain. This is termed crypto-sensory re^onse (not to be con¬ 
fused with E,S.P,) which means actions brougit about by external stimuli, but 
not throu^ nornBl sensory channels. Migraine differs will quite frequently 
experience an attack before a thunier storm and quite sane time before such a 
storm becomes likely. We, too,, are all fbmiliar with the rheurratic sufferer, 
who know a change in the weather is caning a day or so ahead. 

It is known that atmospheric static electricity has biological effects, 

IMb depends on the electrical charge carried by the gpe ions in the atmoi^ere. 
It is also known, that negatively charged ions increase the pulse and respiration 
rates. The iirplicatlons, during allegedly obser’ved U.F.O, phenanena, must 
eurely be obvious. 

With two exobiological intelligent races of very differing technological 
standards, and with one si:nerior to the other and the superior attaipting to 
nake contact writh the inferior, the sinrolest way would be by telepathic means. 

We may theorise that the superior is able to do this by mechanical means. This 
being so it w/ould not be eorprising, if Uie received mess5g3s were classified as 
^rbled hallucination, or pqychic experiences; because thou^t concepts and 
experiences w/ould be caipletely alien one to the other. It therefore follows, 
that if a superior intelli^nce, or one other than normal by our standards, was 
attanpting to make contact, it is logical to assume it would use means within 
our technolo^cal and mental capabilities. Then the simplest means would be 
to instil ary messages directly into the thou^t processes of the recipient. 

Being abnorriRl to the recipient, there is every likelihood that such messages 
^Jould be ^rbled or hallucinatory and give a feeling of alieness. 

Who can say vliether iTBry of the reported sittings of solid artefacts, 
which appear in an instant and diappear just as quickly, are not induced by 
such means, Fran the reported mental states of seme observers, it is safe to 
©y that at least sane sittings could be caused by such phenanena. Where we' 
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h«ve reported sittings ns separate objects coalescing to fom one and tbe re- 
3 X)rter is certain as to the correctness of his report, the logical conclusion 
must be ttet either perception is fbulty or tte observers have been conditioned 
into believing they have seen what they reporged; siach conditioning being in¬ 
duced either by self or external means. 


I?icterd Tartbling the author of Flying Saucers where do The;/ Cane Fran, was 
a disbeliever of contact stories, however since he recently had such an exper¬ 
ience himself, he has been converted. It is interesting to note that in his 
book he relates how; several of his sightings were brou^t about by apparent 
E.S.P. means. He tells hew he felt impelled to turn and look in a specific 
direction and there to his astoni^Tment wae a U.P.O. Ihis wiould seen to be 
direct evidence of mental manipulation fbon the U.F.o. itself cm else the innate 
E.S J>, ability of the witness; but from his own contact experience, we must 
lean tc the first theory.. 

Mary sincere people claim they ame receiving messagfes from, other beings 
b^ond this terrestrial plane. They insist that sach mesEFgcs are primarily a 
mems of urepng ttet we terrestrials change our ways and our thiiiking and really 
conform to tee teachings of Christ, How differenc things would bo if we orly 
tried’. 

However, this is the opportunity for all the really crad^Dot arltists and 
opportunists to junp on tee bandwngon. Haose who proclaim that tee end of tee 
world is coming test and that tee beneficent beings fron outer {^ce vail cane in 
their worderfbl craft to rescue tee penitent arrt trirly converted; and remove 
them tc a utopian jxaradise ter teem this paanet, when the gig blowc^ finally 
happaiB, 

These people seek to back up their claims by rruotirrg relevant prophecies 
teem tee Bible. Holy Scrinture does IDT prophecise an end of tee world, but an 
end of this age. Refer Matthew Chap. 24, Verses 1 - 51 and Lrrke Chap, 21 - 
Verses 5-36. 

Our I.ord. gives specific vjamings of these people, sayirg; 'fepy wdll cone, 
claiming n?/ name ard. sizing I am He, end tee Day is upon us, DO NOT RMOV THBJ'h 
For about tee day and tee hour no-one know/s not even tee angles in heaven, not 
even the Son, orJ.y tee Father”. We noc are ’.ivarned about these latter day 
messiahs, peddling teeir coerdc curealls and eupermtural space operas, 

Acting, and ag^.in teon tee Bible, ”There will be in the terrors and 
portents, and si.gne and wonders to ml^ead even God's diosen”, (L\dce, Chsp, 22 
V.11.) 

The end of the age which scripture predicts is to cane, wil.1 be made during 
a period of troubles aid. tribulations which the world has ne^r before exper¬ 
ienced and if not mut diort by Divine intervention no like would survive. These 
prophesies have been used by variais U.F.O. cults to supjxDrt theories which 
cannot be justified on a scxt'iptural. basis. Read tee relevent Bible prophesies 
Luke Chap, 21 and. Matthew Chap. 24 yourself and draw your own conclusions. Even 
with these people tee pycholcgLca.! tector is apparent, because to ary normal 
person, tee reasoning of these cultists teows p^chological unbalance. 
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In all contact reports this pqy’chological fector stands out like a beacon, 
and is of* the greatest lirportance, for the messsges allegedly lirmrted are usual¬ 
ly b^ond reason. Being abnorrml and. completely at variance with normal think¬ 
ing processes, all too often the contact is deemed to be of si^jerratural origin, 
prlnBrily beoause it IS abnoniHl» (The dictionar;'/- defines supernatural as 
existing or occuring throui^ sane agency b^ond known forces of nature, lying 
outside the si:here of nature law vhether p^chic or physical; believed to be 
miraculous or caused by the Imnediate anrplication of divine power; or pertainthg 
to the miraculous.) 

Much of II.F.O. phenomena has led to the postulates of superior intelligences 
and superior technolo©?’, but could this phencmena be produced by electro magnetic 
means using the xenophobia fear generated by the percipient., (coi^iare this with 
people fhi^tened of dogs, for if a dog sees you are arared, it will invariable 
attack.) 

Keel postulates that this is not the effect of a U.P,0. apparition, but the 
contributing cause. To give added oiphasis, he states that percipients are 
usually petrified with fear, and unable to move, because the energy they generate 
in radiating waves of fear, is absorbed by the apparition and so enables it to 
appear. When it vanities, the percipient regains power of movonent. 

In U.P.O. phencmena just how rruch is due to p^chological fhctors, such as 
widi fulfilment, selfhypnosis ar^d nass hypnosis, and how much is due to unknown 
exterrel phencmena, is often to cruestion. However, it is conmon knowledge that 
many people ta’d.ng an active part in investigating the U.P.O. problan, have been 
and still are, being subjected tp p^chic and p^chological pressure, not onily on 
thanselves but on their families. Whether these investi^tors are Mng ft*i^t- 
ened off, because they are ccniing close to the answer, or lAhether their guidarce 
is helping othcsrs to this end, vho can ray. The fhct is^ these tactics have 
been used^ and they are still .being used, and iihile the invest igation continues . 

/■s reports continue to come in, the fbct that something unusual has been , 
seen, is NEVER disputed, it is the interpretation of such reports \hl(h has 
al\'^nys been in dispute, and the construction put on than, Vhile most reporters 
are honest and aactual in their reports, researdiers cnaite often do not realise 
how imch a seemingly stable person can unconsciouaLy etibroider reports, due to 
the emotional and psychological diock received fhcm a sigiting. 

..'simcr maintains that the conpalsicn of believers to identify U.P.O,s is 
— ”it’s not vhat you see that is suspect, but how you into’pret it”. He is 
not alone, vhen he states that people, vho went to believe that U.P.O. crews 
are the benevolent ouardians of our welfhre, are suffering fran feelings of 
insecnjrity and cxLinging to a fenta^y of security» 

Numerous researchers have put fomjvard the theory that the ancient Gods of 
all culturves v/ere extraterrestrials viho cam.e to earth to create mankind, to 
study and watch over our grcwth up the ladder of progress and to give help 
T/iienever the occasion warranted. Each age has had its outstanding nm of 
int^lect TAho adds that extra step. Perhaps that little extra knowledge is 
handed on by mental means fran sane external source. Students of ocdilt 
literature will be ouite fbmiliar with this concept. Now that our own scientists 
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have succeeded in ^rnthesizing an artificial .;^ne, is tMs^conc^t so fter fetched 
after all? 

If sonsv^ere in this universe a life form has progressed to enable it to 
produce the U.P.O. phenonena we have witnessed on this ^rth, surely it could moEn 
that not only are th^ technologically and mentally superior to us; but Ihat 
Ih.^ have acquired sane added faculty lAiiich we have yet to evolve. 

It is extTQTi^ signigicant that annotated by M.K. Jessup, the ca^ for 
•the U.P.O. sent to U.S, ne-vy con'tained a reference to a group of craft on a training 
fli^t using in'berconnec'ted force fields and being instructed in "the use of tele¬ 
control wi'thout inducing a fear block. 

Jessup was a PHD in astrophysics and was one of a long line of U.P.O. 
researchers to die in aisplcious circumstances. 

It mist be db’vious that to travel ei^t years across space frcm one star 
S 7 stan to another, we mist be able to rise abo-ve the limits of spcce and time, 
as they apply to the laws of relati-vity. This "then means the esdstence of a 
scientific concept we have yet to find. It is the finding of a ^ort cut to 
Obviate the necessity to trs-vel throu^ space in our present space time continuum. 
This hort cut already exists in E.S.P. phenonena; a joumfy of this type would mean 
mean that at "Ih^ginning of its journey a spacecraft would •vanidi either at 
once or gradually.

with Time”, defines, it, as what happens when the unconscious mind crosses over 
"the aibi-traiy lines of yesterday, -today, and ■tontirrowf;, and he theoriseB "that time 
is an arteftict of "the rnird. The usual conc^t of ■time is linear wi'th -the past and 
fj-ture s-tretching to Inflni'ty in opposite directions, but could it be circularl

miles per second. - in a rather confined space in the Universe. 

Often, they ram- into e'acli other . Then they explode, or parts of two stars fuse 
together . or are tiirown out to hecome now stars, the scientists believe. ^ 

The collisions produce tremdous amounts of ligl't and radiation, and that could be 
why these particualr and peculiar star systems- known as the Seyfert galaxies 
are so extremely bright in the heavens. 

Because of the collsions and speeds ,’'it would bea very unsafe placeto live on a 
planetaround a Se fert galaxy .star, if indeed such starscould or still have any 
planets that might bear life, said Dr. Martin Schwarzchuld, of Princeton University, 

On the other hand, it could offer a spectacular •sight, with millions of bright stars 
close by, and frequent explosiojjsproducing fireworks, he said.

A cinnection between Sunday's Peruvian Earthquake and Saturday's French nuclear 
explosion in the Pacicifc area appears certain, according to S.A. Physicist 
Dr.D.G. Robertson . 

Dr. Dobertson , who is known internationally, formerly worled at Brookhaven 
National Laboratory, Long Island, New York . 

His work involved the peaceful use of atomic energy . 

A Peruvian diplomat clamis that Sunday's quake was caused by the French test. 

The diplomat , Mr. Enrique Fernandes de Paredes, of the Peruvian Snbassyin Rio 
de Janeiro, made the claim at a Press conference on V/ednesday . 

He said the nuclear test took place at a point at sea exactly across from the 
Peruvian fishing port of Chimbote, which was devestatod by the quace. 

I ADELAIDE yesterday Dr. Robertson said he wrote a letter on quakes and bcmb 
tests to the" New York Times " -and it was published on May 9th . 

The letter stated; " A year igo asevere earthquake ii' Iran was preceded by a por 
erful underground nuclear explosion in the Western Hemisphere. 

" I wrote to the Iranian representative at the United Nations to draw his atten- 
ti- s. to the possible connection bet’veen the twomevents. 

" Not much is known about details of the structure of the earth's crust and it 
has always seianed to me irresponsible to produce large shocks of this nature. 

" I wondered whether it would happen again. It has happened ag dn. This time it 
is next door in Turkey, a short time after a very large underground explosion in 
nevada. 

Perhaps there is no connection between underground explosions and eart .quakes 
but it has happened twice now roug’hly with the same geometry. 

" it now seems quite likely that there is a correlation and that we should not 
take liberties with the stability of the earth's crust." 

Last night. Dr. Robertson said; " Last week end the French let off a hydrogen 
bombin thePacicifc and this explosion was followed by a devastating earthquake 
in Peru .

CLOUDS OR UFOS.?. 

AN UNUSUAL OBSERVATION. UNEXPLAINED. 

The Editor had a most unusual experience in which he was left with a certain amount 
of doubt as to what his observation really was, for he still wonders ifl what he 
saw were just clouds in a strange weather condition or actually UFOs. 

However first let him relate the whole affair as it happened and then maybe we can 
foim some conclusion and hear* what others felt it v/as. 

Theevant occurred on Monday 0 veh|.ngof July 13th 19?0* at a few minxite^ after 6.p.in. 

He was standing waiting for a btjs to go t* town and was facing direct West. 

The sun had set , but there was still a gold-pink glow on one ul^ud directly a- 
head of him i^eing about25 deg. on the horizon, v/hich v/as a whitish- grey, in col¬ 
our. All Vite other cloud surrounding it were very dark and black and had no light 
on them whatever from the sun . They were banked on either side of the whitish 
cloud ir. question • but NOT above it. All were shaped in lengthy stratas and banked 
His 4 ttention wad drawn to the fact that right in the dead centre of this whitish 
cloud and " sitting on it as it were on the top. was a very black clfud shaped ex.^. 
actly like a saucer . Commonly known as the Adamski type but of course no under¬ 
carriage. it just sat there motionless clearly outlined and defined in shape. 

The Editor took careful study of it and came to the conclusion it was a very good f 

saucer shaped CLOUD . ^ 

Intrigued by the fact it ws so definately shaped and that it was so black whilst 
the rest of the cloud was whitish, which made this cloud stand out so much incon¬ 
trast . he kept lookin,^ at it M just to malce sure" but still pretty well convinced 
it was a cloud. Then slowly as he wqtched the dark cloud began to slowly sink, into 
the large whitish cloud, and disappeared . qnd as it did he saw well behind it 
another similarly shaped cloud and also black in coloiir begin to move forward 
it was in cintrast of distance about the same size, and also at the rear of this 
at an equadistance was another similar, sitting there. 

His attention now was more than aroused as ha noticed that no other clouds were 

moving in the sky just this small black cloud moving intoward were the other bad 

been and finally sitting on top in EXACTLY THE S.iME POSITION AS THE OTHER HAD BEEN 

This cloud we shall call Ho. 2. The cloud behind it again which was also tiie same 

shaoe had moved into the position which No. 2 had been as it were waiting to "Sake 

up position . This we shall call No. 3* * 

Puzzled and becoming somewaht filled with amazement in that no other clouds had • 

shown any effect of wind movement or had been disturbed, which would be normal 

to cause the movement of the smaller black clouds Nos, 2 and 3. he watched it most 

carefully as it sat in position on the dead centre of the top exactly as No 1. had 

a few minutes before. And then it did exactly as No. 1 had done. It slowly slid 

down into tee cloud and disappeared, and at the s.ame moment No. 3. began to move 

forward eaxaclt as had No. 2. taking up its position again on the top centre oe 

the large whitish cloud, within a few minutes approximately in each case about 

q/ to 2 minutes it too slid down into the cloud and disappeared. 

By now it was dark and only a very dim glow of siuilight remained lighting the west¬ 
ern sky. Try as he may your Eaitor could not help but think that these whre NOT 
clouds . The behaviour pattern was not of clouds as tvO know it. when compared to 
the other clouds around it. Also too the whitish cloud did not move, as had the 
3 smaller clbuds . It must be understood that there was no light of any kind show¬ 
ing in these saucer shaped c.ouds. a point which must be remembered in relation to 
other reports which came in of sightings that night about the same time(see what 
follows ). The size of these objects were all the same exactly, again a point 
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which rules out theru being possibly clouds which hordly would be patterned so 
exactly to size. 

Prom the pure optical impression of size.all the three appeared t be about two 
and a half feet long at the base, and a.'prox about one foot high reaching to the 
top of the dome like structure.(see chart and dra'<ving.) 

Hehretebly the?‘e were no other wltnessevr - or av/one else wed ting for the bus 
It is true he was standing infi-ont: of an hotel but he rei'rained from going ii - 
side and calling witnesses from the bar as witnessers of such, for obvious rea - 
sons. The bus very soon after came and by now it was tco dart to see anything 
further of either the whitsh cloud or the objects . except very dark images n 
now of banks of darl black cloud all over the sky. long and tube like as had 
been the whitish one. 

For the rest of the evening much thought v/as given to the event and frankly the 
more one thought of the circumstances and the performances it was hard indeed 
to relate them to being clouds. But we did not want to be carried away with 
imagination or what may have been some unexplainable meteorological condition. 

The incident ^yas rclhted to small groups of people during the following week, 
and it was the general opinion that from the evidence of the cloud movements 
or so called clous that they were in reality UFOs, and some even suggested that 
they were going into a mother ship which was the large whitish cloud appearin.g 
as a camouflaged object . 

The Editor is itill not entirely sure, but his opinion leans to them being 
UFOs, for he c.;,nnot explain the behaviour as clouds. 

Herewe have to leave the case as it stands, ^nd relate the incidents which we 
recieved in reports the next day and those follovdng which occurred on the 
same night in question two at the same time in their commencement, and the 
ot icr later on the same e^^ening . 


One of our members r?jig to say ho had seen a lighted object in th sky at about 
the same time, it was large and f.ar tco large to bo aplanet . and moving in 
a westerly to north direction. 

^ However as the objects seen above showed no sign of light of any kind from the 

vantage point of the Editor which by the way was alowlevel compared to the 
« other sightings recieved of the sane night which were all from high level areas 

it was felt they were not the same sighting but could tre related, to them . 

The Third sighting came from our Gawler Representative Mr. C. Pauli who observed 
a large light moving in the North west at about 9*30.p.m. much later than those 
before. 

The One which appeared to be closest in timing and possibly more closely assoc¬ 
iated jith the cloud observations was that 'which appears follwoing below of 
on observer at Stirling high up from the city and at exactly the same time 
within a few minutes of that observed by the Editor. 

Here it must be stated tuat the Editor did not soo anythjng resembling the one 
described by the lady which appears below. However he feels they should all bo 
compared to gethcr . in evaluating the evidence. 
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LARGE LIGHT SEEN IN WISTEEN SKY. NEAR VENUS. 

Monday July I3th . , 

A friend of mine living at Heathfield in the Adfelaide Hills , who wishes to re¬ 
main anon 3 mous , was lying in hed reading a book at about 7 o'clock on Monday 
July I3th . As she sat up to drink a cup of tea her daughter has just broughto 
her , they both saw a very bright, large light in the western sky. " It was like 
the star of Bethlehem" the girl said , " about five times the size of Venus, 
slightly blue in colour and mostly a clear star-like light." 

Not being very interested in Flying Saucers and indeed not knowing much about 
them , my friend went on reading her book. Nevertheless , she was intrigued by 
this \inusual light she had never seen before and from time to time kept loo king 
at it. She said it remained in the same place all the time but pulsated with 
brightness. All of a sudden . as she waa watching it the light alomst went out, 
then came on again and immediately dropped vertically, this manouvre repeated 
itself once more then at the finish the light was much lower than before, but 
visible between a gap in the trees, where it remained for another hour or so. 

My friend did not see it go but at about 8.30 it had disappeared. 

On Tuesday the 14 th. of July, the same thing occurred again and this time it 
was witnessed by anotherperson as well. 

On Thiirsday July 23rd, I went along to my friends placeto report this sighting 
as I was sitting writing I was suddenly told, " There’s that light again ." This 
time it started off in a gap in the trees and was not seen high in the sky. 

It was truly beautiful as I had been told, pulsating all the time with a clear 
crystal brilliance , sending down periodically a great spike of light, very much 
like the Christmas card versions of the Star of Bethlehem as the daughter had 
described it. At other times light seemed to ray out from the bottom of it 
but all the time it was in t.iS same place, which to me^’seemd to be amazing for 
at the time a gale was blowing making the house shudder and te trees to creak 
and move all over the place. Ithovered there for twenty minutes or so, then 
once ^s before, the light went out and it appeared even lower lelowthe levelof 
the tress but a little more to the right this time. It could still be seenfrom 
outside but fom inside it was too low to be observed and I did not see it again. 
Whilst it was visible I did ntoice a very small orange light go guickly over the 
tops of the trees to the right and after a period of time come back, but althoug. 
I looked hard I did not see it connect with the larger lignt , even so I am con¬ 
vinced the two were connected in some way as there are no roads that high in the 
vicinity. The whole event was one I shall never forget . 


Therewtere other witnesses to this from many miles a art. and each told the same 
story, and in ®,ch case your Editor closely questonsd them re the place of Venus 
as at first he thought they might be seeing this planet and the effects caused 
by atmospheric dust etc. In each case they all testified as to seeing Venus clear 
to the right and higher in the sky which fitted, Alsoone thing Venus does not 
drop down suddenly or appear in a different position to the right in the sky . 

As all witnesses v/ere able to establish it was not Venus and the object vms much 
larger by far than it by which they were able to compare jt it was obvious that 
they could not be ^ohe and the same . Beloe is a sketch given by observers.
